Have not the power and utility of the doc- 
trines of the Bible been underrated, and too 
much reliance been placed upon fervid ap- 
peals, and earnest expostulations? May we 
not infer a divine purpose of mercy in the 
protracted state of spiritual declension, to 
teach the people of God wisdom, that they 
may cease from man, and retarn unto God, 
who is their strength; that they may rely 
less upon new measures, and human improve- 
ments, and more upon the word and spirit 
of God? Looking back upon the past, and 
comparing results, the people of God may 
distinguish between a mere religious excite- 
ment, and the revival of God's work. 
Religious excitements may be very good, or 
very bad. They may be of God, they may be 
of man; and who shall say that the great de- 
ceiver of men is never a leader inthem? It 
js good to be zealously affected, always ina 
good thing; but all zeal is not good. There 
is in true religion much which is ag wey 1 
and it is to be expected that if men feel t 
power of religion they will be full of life, 
and energy, and impulsive zeal. But neither 
the strength nor the continuance of 2 
yous excit t proves a genuine revival. It 
my be proper to inquire, what is the nature 
ofthe exeitement? By what instrumentali- 
tes and inf was it produced? “What 
mortal pt ipl are devel ped and illustrat- 
ed init?) What spirit is evinced? What 
characters formed, or exhibited? How much 
of God is obvious, and how much of man? 
And which is the most prominent, sanctified 
humanity, or selfishness with religious ap- 
pearances, professions and movements? Re- 
ligion isa word used to describe things in- 
finitely diverse; and men may be very re- 
ligius, while they are very wicked. The 
priests of Baal showed as much religious zeal 
as did the prophet of the Lord; bat they 
were the priests of Baal still; and their relig-

So was 
Saul of Tarsus, when being exceedingly mad 
against christians, he persecuted them even 
unto strange cities.

They 
ay also fulminate against unbelievers, to 
thom it would be a calamity to be converted 
after the manner of their guides, having as | 
little knowledge and as little love of the truth | 
as they. Churches may be roused, and borne | 
on to measures of very questionable utility, | 
and to experiments of disastrous issue; and 
the impenitent may suffer shipwreck in a re- | 
ligious commotion. There is delusion, as | 
well as true piety in the world, and a dis-| 
tinction should be made, That zeal for re-| 
| vivals which smites the shepherd, and acat-| 
| ters the flock, may possibly be wise a we] 
but most likely if examined, it will be found 
to possess more of earth than heaven— | 
more of the spirit which causeth to err, than | 
of the Spirit, that leadeth into all truth. 
Painful to the pious as the long dearth of 
revivals may be, good may resalt from it, if 
they shall be led more carefully to scrutinize 
between true religion and all counterfeits ; 
and to aim at more definite views of the es- 
sential character of christian experience, and 
of the revivals for which they should pray 
and labor. Is there not y~Y to poner 
that during the prevalence popularity 
revivals, ee good men have erred, and that 
wise men have had a little folly; and that 
many not so good nor so wise, have wrought 
much folly and mischief? In the hurry to 
convert men, lias not too little been done to

Has not the transition from fear to hope,

sleep? If anything of this is true, the duty 
is imperative to return to first principles, to 
make these principles stand out prominently, 
so that they may have a commanding influ- 
ence. Christ, the great pattern of reformers 
and revivalists, began at the foundation. 
He vindicated the law, as setting forth the 
essential and immutable principles of holi-| 
ness; of the religion of heaven—the relig- 
ion which man abandoned id his ap ¥, 
and to which he is to be brought back by 
the gospel. He said, the first and great com- 
mand is, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and soul, and mind, and 
| strength, This is the first and great command 
in heaven and on eagsth ; the first and great 
command in the law of nature, repeat 
amidst the thunderings and lightnings of Si- 
nai, and confirmed in the gospel of grace ; 
the first and great command to remain with 
unabated force, while God sits on the throne, 
and holds in his hand the sceptre of right- 
eousness. The second commandment is like 
the first; Thou shalt love thy neighbor as| 
thyself. On these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets. These two} 
commandments are one in principle, so that) 
one cannot be regarded, unless the other is, | 
and unless both are regarded there is no true | 
religion. Regeneration is a change of man’s | 
heart in conformity to these commandments, | 
for the fruit of the Spirit is love; and he 
that loveth is born of God: Complete sanc- 
tification is entire conformity to these com-| 
mandments ; for the whole law is fulfilled in| 
love.

Re- 
ligious words and a holy life are not neces- 
sarily united, Some, who are the most im- 
passioned and copious in religious talk, in the 
day of trial evince the smallest measure of 
correct principle. A man who is self-deceiv- 
ed, or who is a hypocrite, may talk as earn- 
estly, argue as strenuously, and exhort as 
warmly as he who is enlightened, and led by 
the Spirit of God. The man who is com- 
mitted to the promotion of sectarian 

tes, or who falsely assumes that he is heaven’s 
favorite, may exceed all others in the relig- 
ion of the tongue, though his heart is not 
right with God, and he is a stranger to what 
is most essential in christian experience. lt 
may well be presumed, that if men’s hearts 
are full of the love of God, and the joys of 
his salvation, their feelings will utter- 
ance; and that oat of the abundance of the 
heart, the mouth will ak. But as the 
heart may work deceitfully, the tongue may 
speak falsely ; and so, for a time, the most 
sraceless hypoerite pass far the most zealous 
saint. A talkative man may move others to 
talk; and many mistaking the nature of re- 
‘gious experience and christian zeal, may 
imagine that talking is the thing ; that this is 
being engaged; this is taking up the eruss ; 
this is the way te get the crown. Then you 


will have talking enough, long aed loud ; |

were things, as much religion as could be 
desired. But to the grief 
the wise, and the scornful jo irre! 
lous, the weightier matters gy) ee 
judgment and mercy are omitted.

Dr. Olin’s Visit to the River Jordan. 


“ Everything was quiet, but wide awake, 
watching for the morning. Groups were as- 
sembled, standing or sitting upon the ground, 
in all directions through the camp and grove, 
either silent or conversing in low tones. Be- 
tween two and three o'clock in the morning 
I saltied forth again, and was surprised to 
find every one upon his feet, by the side of 
his horse or donkey, ready equipped for a 
start. 

There had been no bustle for preparation ; 
the camp was still covered with darkness, and 
we had received no information that so un- 

bl was to be made. 1 
svon fell in with a gentleman of our party,| 
who was beset with the prevailing tendency | 
of watchfulness, and we walked together to| 
the north side of the camp. A moment after, 
aman at a little dist from us, m eda 
horse, and lifting a blazing flambeau on high, | 
shouted at the top of his voice, ‘ Yellah!’| 
*Go!’ A hundred torches were blazing in| 
an-énstant, and the whole field was illumi-| 
nated as by a flash of lightning. In the same} 























| breath as if moved by a single volition, the 


whole pilgrim army were mounted and in 
motion towards the Jordan. In five minutes 
more the governor and his suit followed, at- 
tended by a band of music, which struck up 
a lively air. 

Whether this simultaneous movement was 
the result of previous concert, or of the uni-| 
versal eagerness and excitement, | know not, 
but it had almost the appearance of enchant- 
ment. It was now after three o'clock, when 
I returned again to my tent, and sought with 
better success a short season of repose. Not 
being aware that it was the intention of the 
pilgrims to set out at so early an hour, our 
party had fixed on six o'clock as the time for 
leaving the camp. | had sufficient reason to| 
fear we should be too late for the religious | 
spectacle when I saw the early movement of | 
the host.

Some had long 
branches of the Jordan willow, with tufts of 
foliage, left upon the extremity, waving about 
their heads. Almost all had walking-sticks 
of the same material, and several, less affected 
by the prevailing enthusiasm, than the desire 
of gain, had their beasts loaded with trunks 
of trees,—to he wrought into crucifixes, eas- 
kets, and toys, or articles of small furniture, 
hn to become the basis of profitable 
traffic.” 


Triamph of Romanism not to be Feared. 


We should not give way to a despondin, 
dread of that false ¢ te Bag which, rere 
ruled the greater part of Europe until it be- 
gins to crumble beneath its own weight, now 
seeks to gain the same sway over our land. 
The Roman Catholic superstition never can 
tyrannize in this country, if christians are 
wise and faithful. A more than adamantine 
power of resistance is already secured in the 
tastes and customs of our people; an om- 
nipotent active force is given us in the truth 
of God's holy Word. A religion whose poli- 
cy it is to attract by pompous show, and to 
beat down reasun by human authority, must 
be rejected by men who will not allow their 
judges or officers of state the slightest insig- 
nia, and who are ready to battle until death 
for the right of free discussion. Popery, as 
it exists in the Old World, could not live here 
a twelvemonth ; it would be hooted as a farce, 
or prosecuted as anuisance. The books 
which are written in Latin, to prepare their 
young priesthood for the questions addressed 
at the confessional to the virgin and the wife, 
if put into English, would raise a general 
storm of horror, disgust and indignation. 
The very fact that these parts of the system, 
openly acknowledged where it is paramount, 








| are here veiled, modified or stoutly denied, 


shows clearly that the American mind and 
heart are far from being ready to admit its 
pretensions. In our larger cities, among 
certain classes, through peculiar circum- 
stances, apostacy from nominal Protestantism 
may occur. Insolence of riches, madness 
from too much learning, a romantic imagina- 
tion, family ties, a desire of notoriety from 
Opposition to the general sentiment, may have 
led some to please themselves with the gor- 
geous, gloomy, or fantastic forms of those 
dark ages, when the ruffian noble, the bigot 
priest, and the royal fool, trampled on the 
neck, the conscience and the heart of the 
many; but such exceptions must be few, far 
fewer than instances of the reverse. No im- 
pression can be made on the people gener- 
ally. Place by the side of the most stately 
cathedral, furnished with all the appliances 
of idolatrous pomp, a plain meeting-house 
with the simple gospel in its pulpit, and we 
need not fear for the result. The multitude 
may enter the gorgeous pile, gaze curiously 
at the novel exhibitions, listen to the skill- 
fully adjusted music ; but when they wish to 
worship God, it will be under the more lowly 
roof, where the mercy of the homeless Naza- 
rene is offered to the poor, and their own 
voices can exult in the hailelujahs of praise, 
or falter out the accents of contrition.

‘That is Degrading’ 

Many things are degrading. It was de- 
grading in the disciples to be disputing who 
should be greatest. It was degrading in De- 
mas to love this present world more than the 
cause of Christ, till disobedience to the com- 
mands of God is mean and debasing. But is 
that degrading? Not, indeed, the thing in- 
tended in the sentence quoted at the head of 
this article. It is certainly not beneath any 
man to be kind and affectionate toward the 
ignorant, the poor and the unfortunate. 

Think of it! degrading for one Christian 
to treat another brother in Christ respectfully, 
kindly, and affectionately! True, there may 
be a great difference in their circumstances ; 
the one may be rich, the ether poor. 

It may be that the one is a alensed and ap- 
plauded disciple, and the other is a weak and 
ignorant church-member, who cannot think, 
or talk of much else than the Saviour's love, 
and who seems of little use only as his prayers 
may be heard by that God who is no respect- 
er of persons. But then, where is the degra- 
dation in treating all the disciples of Christ 
as brethren beloved for their Master's sake ? 
What is the mind of our heavenly Father on 
this subject? He looketh on the heart. Does 
he encourage us to look on the outward ap- 

earance, and to seek honor one of another ? 

Would he have us glory in our wisdom, rich- 

es or power? What is the course pursued by 
himself? * He knoweth the proud afar off, but 
hath respect unto the lowly, and will look upon 
that man who is poor and of a contrite spirit, 
and who trembleth at hisword.’ \t is the little 
ones—those who are like little children in not 
knowing the difference between the rich and 
the poor, the great, and the small, in whom 
the Saviour delighteth, and be is now saying, 
‘ Whosoever will be chief among you, let him 
be your servant." 

Indeed, unless we can blot some passages 
out of the Bible, we had better, if we would 
be considered Christians, blot some pride out 
of our hearts—so much as to know no man 
after the flesh ; so much, at least, as to be re- 
spectful, kind, and affectionate toward ail of 
the Saviour's brethren.

have admonished us that no inconsiderable amount 
of money and labor and blood must be sacrificed, 
to bring such an enemy into subjugation.

Why did not the same disposition exist to ad- 
just amicably the difficulties between the two 
countries, as that which led to the eettlement of 
the Eastern boundary and Oregon questions, so

a battle-field with human blood, we doubt very 
much whether such preliminaries would have 
prepared the parties to agree upon terms any more 
satisfactory. 

But the same allurement to military glory, and 
the attainment of an object vastly more important 
to a portion of the Union than military glory, 
did not exist in those cases. The soil of Oregon, 
or that in the neighborhood of Maine, presented 
no very flattering prospegts for the growth and ex- 
tension of a favorite system—slavery.

obvious the attainment of it (were it justifiable on 
our part) would be ominous of the most disastrous 
effects, if contemplated in regard to the union, or 
the interest and internal peace and prosperity of 
the country. An armed force of some fifty thous- 
and must be constantly on the ground to keep in 
subjection our new acquisition The enormous 
expenses of such an establishment, it is apprehend- 
ed, would put the meekness and patience and 
self-denial of yankees to a severe test. Would 
such an requisition be very likely to lessen the 
conflicting interests, either real or imaginary, be- 
tween the North and South, which have for many 
years kept the country in constant agitation ? Can 
any rational man for a moment suppose that our

the East and at the West. Hence the idea which 
once had such prevalence and power, had become 
well nigh exploded, viz., that the few students 
who would be likely to need a collegiate and 
theological education, had better, for the sake of 
economy, be educated on this side the Alleganies, 
and the establishment of institutions at the West 
be delayed for long years to come. “ Education,” 
it had been well said, was “a vital function of

Not only therefore the business men and capi- 
talists, but the christian men and women of Boston, 
were called to participate in an immensely higher 
work than securing “the trade of the West,” viz., 
its enlightenment and salvation.

A Forcible Illustration. 


Rev. Henry W. Beecher of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
in his address at the anniversary of the Mass, 8. S. 
Society, said, as reported in the Puritan, “ Do you 
ask whether Sabbath schools are to precede the 
ministry or not?) = Why, if you can establish and 
sustain them, do it. But this i# with us no longer 
an uncertain experiment. W. it @ not im- 
practicable to establish them, but we know too it is 
impracticable to sustain them, anaccompanied b 
the ministry. You may as well go to a cooper'’s 
| and set up the staves and heads of a barrel, 
with the expectation that it will answer the purpose 
of @ barrel without putting on the hoops. Experi- 
ence shows that the library will soon disappear, or 
in other words, the boys will forget to bring back 
the beoks. Sabbath schools cannot be made the 
pioneers, but they do fori the very best auxiliaries 
of the gospel ministry.” —Congregational Visiter. 

I admit that this is “a forcible illustration,” and 
a little too “ forcible” for the object it wae designed 
to illustrate. The objeet of the speech was to 
show that all the labor expended by the American 
Sunday School Union in establishing Sabbath 
schools in the West when there is not a minis- 
ter, is labor lost. When the spesker said “it is 
impracticable,” (by which he meant impossible,) 
“ to sustain Sabbath schools, unaccompanied by the 
ministry,” did he not know that many, very many 
Sabbath schools have been established when there 
was neither church nor ministry, and sustained ti)!
